Sheepmen for 
Best Returns 

BURLEY. March 30— Wool and 
lambs marketed alter April 1 by 
Cassia county sheepmen will be 
ellitlble for Incentive pnyments It 
application Is mnde at the county 
ASC office, re ports 'Marlm F. Llfid, 
manager ot tlie Caaala ASC office 

Thi* Inrfjillve ^payments are a 
provision ot ilie uiatlonsl wool act 
ot lOM which ([oka Into ellect on 
April I. Llnd said that since the 
Incentive payment will be baaed nn 
a percentage of the producer's idl- 
ing price. It Is Important to get 
the [>est possible price for wool and 
Iambi. Now ihni sharing Is under- 
way, Llnd and County Agent Glenn , 
Bodily, hnvf formtilnfed rules for 
wool producers to follow In order 
to get the beat possible price for 
their product, 

Woolmen are advised to pen 
grade aheep as lo wool type before 
shearing. Black sheep should be 
sheared separately and fleece pack- 
ages should bi- of- similar quaUty. 
Shennne shcuia be done-in clean- 
surroundlngs to avoid getting jlller 
In the clip and tags and crutchlngs 
should be bagged separately. Ap- 
proved paper twlntf should be used 
for tying. 

Sheep should have dry wool at 
shrarlnf and the clip should be kept 
In a clean, dry place. OetUng burrs 
and aeeds In the wool can be avold- 
:d by proper feeding, but any wool 
in this condition should t>e bsgged 
separately since It Is subject to a 
dl.icouiit hs high aa 30 cents 
per pound. 

Llnd reminds Jamb and wool- 
growers that aales receipts should 
be In triplicate. Two copies are 
needed by the ASC office and the 
third should be kept by the pro- 
ducer. Receipts should be dated or 
■ after April 1, 1055. 
Wool receipts should show the 
price per pound for each grade of 
wool, and the total sales price of 
tile clip. Lamb receipts should ohow 
he number of head, the total 
'eight, and a statement that the 
lAmbs were sold for slaughter 
had full pelts. Receipts should be 
pvtReuUtd at the ASC ojllcf upon 
making application lor Incentive 
pnyments.

It Is fair for us In America to ask how

lng from new aggressions as It had deterred 
the Soviet union through this first postwar 
decade. 

There can be no real plcaiuire for anyone 
In contemplating the possibility of r war in 
which atomic weapons would be nearly as 
standard as the soldier's rifle. Fewer soldiers 
might be called on to face death on the bat 
tteflcld. But the whole of our civilization 
would face the prospect of death.

March 30 tP-The East 
German communlsU imposed exor-^ 
blUnt tolls today on tlie lilRhway* 
aiipplylnu ficrlln and Wpst Berlin 
olliclals said the reds had Imposed 
a cold economic blockad< 

Berlin city otfJclaU said the new 
highway tuxes announced by the 
communists raised the toll for an 
average heavy truck trom around 
17.50 lor a round trip to as much as 
»100,

.. the seventh anniversary o( the 
first Boviet steps feddlns to the full 
land blockade of Berlin In 1018. 

"This situation makes It com- 
pletely Impossible to operate the 
trucks to supply Berlin on a normal 
economic basis." a West Berlin 
spokesman said.
